13. QUESTIQN: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an Individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-tiling is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been an/ change In 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 

14. QUESTIQN: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form Is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8 I /2 by 11 -inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that ma'/ be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 


New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requiremeipt for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1, 1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
fUing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

TTie filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is re^ly dealing, Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and 'hme Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda L.and and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
finri in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

Transit District’s New Budget 
Now On Fiscal Year Basis 


Southern California Rapid 
Tra.n.sit District directors to¬ 
day adopted a S107,165,0(X1 
hudget for the 1972-73 fiscal 
year. 

The action places the pub¬ 
lic transit agency on a fis¬ 
cal year instead of a cal¬ 
endar year basks, conform¬ 
ing to the practice in most 
governmental agencies. 

Effective July 1. the now 
fiscal year budget approved 
by the RTD Board comparer 
to a S93.640,(X)0 budget 
adopted ia.st December for 
the current calendar year. 

The new budget provides 
for $71,920.0(X) i.n operating 
expense, capital expendi - 
tures of 824,655,000, debt 
service costs cf $3,090,000, 
and a .set aside of $7,5(X),CKX) 
for rapid transit develop¬ 
ment. “The new budget re¬ 
flects some previously un¬ 
anticipated increases in the 
cost of our retirement pro¬ 
gram and in other operating 
cevsts,” explained RTO Gen¬ 
eral Ma.nager Jack R. Gil- 
strap. “At the same time, it 
includes some items pre¬ 
viously scheduled for 1973.''

The People Must Know 


Mr. Taxpayer, what you don’t know does hurt you.

Money is loaned in amounts like $80,900 or 
$300,000 to a candidate or to a candidate organization 
front. This gets around the straight contribution law. 

rhe catch is that these loans may not be paid back 
and then become tax loss write offs to the lender. But, 
the little guy who makes a straight campaign contribu¬ 
tion to his candidate gets no write off at all. The big 
lender loan is classified as a business debt, and unless 
paid back becomes the write off. 

■When one class gets the write off advantage and 
others do not, 
that is written 


gets the write off advantage and 
the taxpayers have to make up the money 
off. The government bills must be paid. I 
thought it was time to de classify this information. 

ITEM — When police raided the home of a man 
suspected as a drug pusher, they found in his $275 a 
month apartment, 30 suits, 135 shirts, 18 pairs of shoes, 
puH'hase papers for an $8,500 Continental, $10,000 worth 
of hard narcotics, evidence that the suspect was doing a 
$20 thousand a week drug business — and a $69 welfare 
check made out to the suspect.

It was amusing to see ex-Senator Eugene Me Carthy 
(‘ndorse Senator Me Govern for President in one sentence 
and then announce he Is still a candidate himself in the 
next. Wasn’t this what Brutus did to Caesar? 

David Schwartz, New York Times Russian expert said 
President Nixon had won two-thirds of his foreign diplo¬ 
macy gamble, (1) neither Russia nor China reacted to 
the mining of Haiphong Harbor, (2) Moscow did not call 
off the summit talks. Schwartz said the last third of the 
gamble was the arms limitation agreement, now signed. 
The only treaty envolved is on the ABM systems limit, 
which the Senate must ratify. The others are executive 
agreements which either the Congress or the Senate may 
reject. 

In this political campaign year the debate on these 
ratifications will echo across this country like thunder 
and lightning. It will cut across party lines. It will put 
all the candidates for office on the spot. It will separate 
the men from the boys and prove to the nation who the 
statemen are, and if we have any at all. 

Failure to get a fair and effective arms limitation 
agreement could well force the United States into total 
military mobilization as the only option left.
